The 
U.S. 
command 
today 
acknowledged the loss of seven 
more planes in Indochina, including 
three shot down over North Vietnam 
by an usually heavy concentration of 
missiles,

reported shot down over Cambodia 
and 
three other planes lost to 
“ operational” causes earlier this 
month. Hanoi reported seven planes 
were shot down over North Vietnam 
alone. 
The Pathet Lao and Viet Cong 


radio broadcasts were timed to 
coincide with President 
Nixon s 
departure for Peking U.S. military 
officials in Saigon have predicted 
major Communist offensives by 
Monday when Nixon is scheduled to 
arrive in the Chinese capital.

The Viet Cong broadcast called 
for Communist troops in South

chase out the Americans, topple 
(President 
Nguyen 
Van» 
Thieu, 
liberate south and defeat the U.S. 
im perialist 
policy 
of 
total 
aggression ” 
A U.S. military spokesman gave 
new details today of the 29 hours of 
raids by 125 planes against North 


Vietnam 
on 
Wednesday 
and 
Thursday. He said the air strikes 
destroyed seven long-range 130mm 
North Vietnamese guns and two 
missile sites. 


He said the three planes lost with 
a total of six crewmen were hit by 
Russian-manufactured 
surface-to- 
air (SAM) missiles and that a total 
of 35 missiles were fired at the 
attacking jets. He said the missile 
fire was the most concentrated that 
pilots could remember

The spokesmen said that during 
the government's 24 hour truce when 
ended at 6 p.m. on Tuesday, 13 South 
Vietnamese were killed and 21 
wounded in 42 incidents initiated by 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
forces.

Supreme Court 
expected to kill 
death penalty 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) 
The California Supreme Court is 
expected to strike down the death penalty today in the state with the 
nation’s largest Death Row. 
The decision was to be announced at noon from the court's San 
Francisco headquarters. 
An unofficial moratorium has been in effect on the death penalty all 
over the United States for more than four years. The last U.S. 
execution occurred in Colorado June 2, 1967. 
The U. S. Supreme Court also has the matter under advisement and 
a decision is expected within two months. 
There are now 106 persons condemned to die in San Quentin Prison s 
apple-green gas chamber The last man to die there was Aaron 
Mitchell, killer of a policeman, who was executed in April, 1967. 
Mitchell’s execution was the first in the state in four years and 
touched off a wave of protest. 
San Quentin’s Death Row presently houses the assassin of Robert F. 
Kennedy, Sirhan B. Sirhan; cult leader Charles Manson; and John 
Linley Frazier, mass-murderer of a Santa Cruz mansion family. 
It was also famous for Caryl Chessman, who spent 12 years there 
before being finally executed in May of 1960 for conviction on two 
counts of kidnapping. 
There were 502 executions in California since 1893, 215 by hanging at 
San Quentin, 93 by hanging at Folsom and 194 by gas in San Quentin 
Prior to that time executions were carried out by county sheriffs.

Miners say 
hike not 
enough 


LONDON (U PI) - A three-man 
government-appointed 
Court 
of 
Inquiry today recommended a $293.8 
million pay boost for coal miners 
whose nearly seven-week-old strike 
has 
threatened 
Britain 
with 
economic disaster. The miners said 
it was not enough. 
However 
the 
miners did 
not 
formally reject the proposal 
In recommending an 
increase 
averaging out at 20 per cent for the 
280.000 striking coal miners the 
government commission overrode 
the unofficial 8 per cent limit on pay 
hikes on grounds the miners’case 
was “ exceptional ” 
The miners’ rejection followed a 
one-hour meeting of mmeworkers’ 
union leaders with the National Coal 
Board 
The 
board 
had said 
it 
automatically accepted the findings 
of the board of inquiry but said it 
would not go beyond that. 
Employment Secretary 
Robert 
Carr cancelled a statement on the 
crisis he was to have made to the 
House of Commons and called 
representatives of the two sides to 
his office. 


The strike has blacked out Britain 
and 
left 
thousands 
of 
persons 
uncomfortable in chilly homes and 
offices. More than 3 million persons 
were out of 
work 
because of 
industry shutdowns and continuation 
of the strike threatened the jobs of 
20 million persons. 
The 
strike 
brought 
Prim e 
Minister Edward Heath close to 
political disaster himself and he won 
a close 309 to 301 vote in the House of 
Commons Thursday night on British 
entry into the European Common 
Market. The narrowness of the vote 
reflected 
growing 
dissatisfaction 
with his handling of the coal crisis. 


Even if the miners accepted the 
package the coal shutdown could 
continue another week since any 
final settlement would need either a 
secret rank and file ballot or show of 
hands 
votes 
by 
miners 
locals. 


The court of inquiry proposals 
meant that the miners would get 
increases ranging from $11.70 to 
$15.60 a week. Some 85,000 surface 
workers would be raised 15 per cent 
to a minimum of $59.80 a week; 
70.000 underground workers would 
get an increase of 30 per cent to $65 a 
week, and another 125,000 workers 
at the coal face would be raised 15 
per cent to $89 70 a week.

43 threatened species of 
wildlife ranging from the 
Humpback Sucker to the 
Black Toad 
The 99-page report said 
other 
creatures 
whose 
survival 
is 
imperiled 
include the Southern Bqld 
Eagle, California Bighorn 
Sheep, 
the 
Unarmored 
Threespine Stickleback, the 
Light-Footed Clapper Rail 
and the California Yellow- 
Billed Cuck(K), 


The 
review 
listed 
construction, 
pollution, 
pesticides and even house 
cats as some of the reasons 
the 
43 
species 
are 
threatened 
G. Ray Arnett, director of 
the 
Department, 
said 
Thursday in an interview his 
greatest 
concern 
is 
the 
“ encroachment of man ” in 
the animals’ habitats. 
He 
said 
none 
of 
the 


species is endangered as a 
result of legitimate hunting. 
Arnett 
declared 
that 
shooting of birds of prey, 
such as the Bald Eagle, the 
national emblem, 
is not 
hunting but “ malicious mi­ 
schief." 
“ The legitimate hunter 
gets blackened by this," he 
said. 
Here are some of the 
findings of the department 
concerning 
the 
19 
endangered 
species. 
The 
other 24 of the 43 threatened 
species are classified as 
rare. 


—The only nesting colony 
of the California 
Brown 
Pelican on Anacapa Island 
is 
“ incap able 
of 
reproducing." Only seven 
young were produced in 1971 
in 600 nesting attempts. The 
failure was attributed to the 
effects 
of 
pollutants on 
breeding areas. 
-Eighty-seven 
Bald 
Eagles 
were counted 
in 


California in 1971. Their 
decline was attributed to 
shootings, 
human 
en­ 
croachment, pollution and 
the contamination of the 
food chain by persistent 
pesticides. 
—Community growth in 
the 
Morro 
Bay 
area, 
reduction in escape cover 
and 
house 
cats 
are 
threatening the survival of 
the 
3,000 
Morro 
Bay 
Kangaroo Rats. 
— The 
U narm ored 
Threespine Stickleback, a 
three-inch fish, still persists 
in the Soledad Canyon in the 
Upper Santa Clara River 
Drainage in Los Angeles 
County.

Health plan called 'Richcare'

Democratic fhxir leader Jack R. Fenton 
has dubbed Gov Ronald Reagan’s new 
health security plan “ Richcare," declaring 
the program’s chief beneficiaries would be 
upper-income Californians 
Fenton 
criticized 
the 
governor’s 
proposed plan Thursday and said it fails to 
provide “ meaningful coverage" of the 
middle-income wage earners suffering 
financial difficulties due to severe illness. 
Under Reagan’s proposal that he made 
earlier this week, monthly premiums of $3 
per month would b(‘ deducted from the 
paychecks of every Californian earning 
more than $5(K) annually, except military 
personnel and Medi-Cal recipients. 
In return, they would be insured against 
catastrophic medical costs 
“ Hundreds of thousands of Californians 


who are refused coverage by insurance 
companies because of their health and 
millions who cannot afford a basic health 
plan will be forced to either spend $8,000 
before they qualify for ’Richcare’ or go on 
the 
state's 
tax-supported 
Medi-Cal 
program,” the Montebello Democrat said. 
Senate Democratic floor leader George 
Moscone of San Francisco, who earlier 
criticized Reagan’s proposal, also charged 
Thursday that the governor is “ in effect, 
blackjacking 
Californians 
into 
buying 
mandated private medical insurance. 
“ The blackjack is that those who don’t 
buy the plan that costs $550 per year cannot 
deduct 
medical 
expenses 
from 
their 
income tax returns," Moscone said, “ and. 
even worse, must prove out of pocket 
expenses on each family member of more 
than $8,000 each to qualify for catastrophic 
coverage. ”

University of California Regents' Finance 
Committee has rejected a proposal to raise 
medical and dental students tuition by $250 
per academic year. 
Regent Glenn Campbell, who sponsored 
the measure, was expected to appeal 
Thursday’s vote to the full board of 
regents. 
Campbell 
argued that since 
dentists and doctors earn more than 
others, they should pay more tuition. 
Campbell said tuition was only a small 
part of the cost of such students' education 
anyway, but the measure was stalled on a 
5-5 vote. 
Campbell said if a student cannot afford 
the higher fees, he can get a loan, but other 
regents argued this would scare away low- 
income students. 
They argued that the availability of loans 
often meant that needy students came out 
of medical or dental school $40,000 in debt. 
Some other large public schools charge 
students 
higher 
fees, 
but 
George 
Catambay, a third-year student at UC 
Medical School who appeared before the 
committee to argue against increased 
tuition, said high living costs in California 
actually make students’ cost among the 
three highest in the nation — including 
private schools. 
Catambay also argued that raising the 
tuition would adversely affect the regents 
own policy of encouraging young graduates 
to work in locations where there is a doctor

in 1856 as an investigator. 
Together they solved innu­ 
merable bank robberies and 
p r e v e n t e d an assassination 
attempt on Abraham Lincoln 
in 1861. P i n k e r t o n later 
wrote: 


“At this time female de­ 
tectives were unheard of. I 
told her it was not the cus­ 
tom to employ women as de­ 
tectives but asked her what 
she thought she could do. 
She replied that she could 
go and worm out secrets in 
many places to which it was 
impossible for male detec­ 
tives to gain access. She had 
evidently given the matter 
much study and gave many 
excellent reasons why she 
could be of service. I finally 
b e c a m e convinced that it 
would be a good idea to em­ 
ploy her." 
Today, not counting uni­ 
form “guards," Pinkerton’s 
has several hundred women 
doing i nves t i gat i ve work. 
Meanwhile, the Secret Serv­ 
ice, for the first time in its 
106-year history, is just now 
adding seven women to its 
staff. 
At Pinkerton’s there is a 
wide choice of jobs for “les 
girls.’’ “ I try to work with 
a diversified group of wom­ 
en,’’ Neville said, “because 
our problems are so diversi­ 
fied S h a p e w i s e we have 
them as broad as they are 
tall, skinny as matchsticks 
cr nice and curvy." 
Apparently the a g e n c y 
thinks women are b e t t e r 
than men at getting informa­ 
tion without the knowledge 
of the “donor," especially 
when the one who has the in­ 
formation is a man. 
“There is a challenge to 
the male ego,” he said, “to 
try to make this woman a 
believer. So she walks away 
with more knowledge than a 
male investigator could ever 
get." 
How does the agency em­ 
ploy its female agents? The 
wavs seem to be l e g i o n 
When a family is threatened 
with physical harm, the fam­ 
ily is usually moved to a new 
location and a P i n k e r t o n 
lady is placed with them 24 
hours a day to protect the 
mother and children. 
In the retail area women 
are employed to establish 
the honesty of the people 


who work in a store. Statis­ 
tics show l a r c e n y occurs 
more on the inside than from 
shoplifters. 
Women are also requested 
by r e s t a u r a n t owners to 
check on whether the bar­ 
tender is cheating and if the 
waitress is working with him 
to cheat. Is the waiter abu­ 
sive? How does the maitre d' 
treat customers? 
Women agents ride public 
transportation to check on 
the courteous treatment ot 
commuters. New Y o r k e r s , 
forget this one, but appar­ 
ently it is a consideration in 
other parts of the country 
Schmidt said, “We had a 
woman who for 18 years just 
rode b u s e s e v e r y day.’’ 
Makes you wonder if that’s 
a way of life or a way to earn 
a living. But it’s sure differ­ 
ent.” 
Women investigators are 
used to see that the proper 
prices are being charged for 
theater tickets. 
And here’s a wild one. 
“A f e l l o w had his car 
rifled.” Neville said. “Some 
important documents were 
taken. We put some placards 
dike sandwich boards' on 
some girls, saying, in effect, 
‘If you have any information 
on this stuff please contact 
us.’ And after three days we 
had a phone call that led us 
to the papers.”

The County-Cities Area Planning Council voted Thursday 
to recommend to the Board of Supervisors that the county 
government share costs with the city of Santa Barbara and 
Santa Maria Public Airport District to have noise contour 
studies of the four public airport areas in the county. 
Total cost would be about $4,200, it was estimated. 
Airports which would be involved, if the project is 
carried out, include the county airports at Santa Ynez and 
Lompoc, the Santa Barbara Municipal Airport at Goleta, 
and the Santa Maria Airport. 
The council supported the recommendation of three 
technical committees urging the studies. 
The action followed a request by directors of Santa Maria 
Public Airport District to have the council request federal 
funding to assist an aviation planning grant to set up a 


compatible land use master plan for ail public airports in 
the county. 


Council members turned down the suggestion for a 
federally-funded proiect which would call for local fundin 
as well, and instead sought guidance from the Technica 
Airport, Technical Transportation and Technical Planning 
advisory committees. 


Purpose of the noise contour studies would provide the 
county, the city of Santa Barbara and the Santa Maria 
airport district with basis for making findings regarding 
noise problems in the vicinity of the airports. Complaints 
have been growing from homeowners in the vicinity of 
most of the airports that airport operations are becoming 
more of a nuisance to them

first step in a possible 
government move to re­ 
establish military courts to 
hear civil political cases in 
Ireland 
In 
earlier 
violence 
in 
Belfast, police said Sharon 
Anderson, 16, released from 
a 
hospital 
after 
being 
treated for minor wounds 
from a bomb explosion that 
gutted 
the 
British- 
Caledoman Airways offices 
was readmitted in “ serious 
condition” when a second 
bomb went off next to her as 
she was walking home. 
A police spokesman said 
the bomb, planted in a 
parked car. apparently was 
intended to kill a policeman. 
He said they received an 
anonymous warning of a 
bomb on Chichester Street 
“ but we had no chance to 
clear the street before it 
went off.” 
The 
blast 
blew 
a 
policeman across the street 
but did not hurt him. In 
addition to Miss Anderson, 
two other girl passersby 
were slightly injured. 
An army spokesman said 
no one was hurt in the 
Newtonabbey 
shooting 
incidents 
and 
expressed 
some surprise that there 
had been activity there in a 
night otherwise free from 
violence. 
“ We 
haven’t 
had 
any 
problems in Newtonabbey in 
some time,” he said. 
The four men arrested in 
Dublin were charged with 
being members of the IRA 
itself. Political sources said 
the 
move

stemmed from the dropping 
of arms charges Wednesday

including Anthony “ Dutch” 
Doherty

Meehan. The two men are

Court actions against marshal 


Two 
court 
actions 
were 
launched 
simultaneously Thursday against veteran 
Santa Barbara-Goleta Judicial District 
Marshal Patrick J. O’Brien, one of them 
seeking to direct the county clerk’s office 
to bar O’Brien from seeking reelection in 
the June Primary Election. 
The County Employees’ Assn., which has 
jousted with the 69-year-old marshal on 
other occasions involving termination of 
employes in O’Brien’s office, obtained a 
Superior Court order to.have O’Brien show 
cause why he should not be omitted from 
the sample and official ballots. 
Employees’ Assn. 
legal counsel, E. 
Jerald Haws, said the order, returnable 
Feb. 29 at 9 a.m., is based on the contention 
0 Brien will reach age 70 prior to the start 
of a new six-year term he is seeking. The 
new term would start next January. 


Haws said the government code specifies 
that safety officers such as O’Brien may 
not seek a new term of office if they 
achieve the age of 70 before a new term 
starts. The attorney said records in the 
county clerk’s office indicate O'Brien will 
be 70 in December, and a newly obtained 
certified 
birth 
certificate 
from 
city 
officials in Detroit, Mich, indicate his 70th 


birthday will occur Oct. 1 this year. 
Petitioners in the court action to bar 
O’Brien from campaigning for reelection 
include Clarence L. Cunningham, president 
of the employes' organization, and other 
officers and directors. 
Presiding Superior Judge Charles S. 
Stevens Jr. also signed an order delegating 
O’Brien to appear Feb. 29 at 9 a.m. to show 
cause why he should not reinstate his 
dismissed next-in-command, Capt. Robert 
S. Lopez. 
Lopez, top assistant to O’Brien for more 
than 12 years, is seeking reinstatement, 
back pay and sick leave on the claim he 
was illegally terminated by the marshal on 
Jan. 16 while on disability leave. 
Haws said the court action is being 
pressed because O’Brien “ arbitrarily” 
fired Lopez on the basis of an asserted 
“ oral resignation” given last summer. 
“ A county employe cannot be fired on the 
basis of an oral resignation,” declared 
Haws. 
Marshal O’Brien, who receives a salary 
of $16,800 annually, could not be reached 
for comment. But it was learned he has 
begun his campaign and according to 
friends “ still intends to run for reelection ’’ 


3,000 protest busing 


WASHINGTON

-Braving 
Washington’s biggest snow storm of the 
year, more than 3,000 motorists from 
Virginia paraded through the capital 
Thursday to protest a court order directing 
widespread busing and consolidation of 
Richmond area schools.

protesters drove past the White House and 
the Capitol and sent teams of lobbyists to 
confer with dozens of congressmen. There 
is a drive under way in Congress for a 
constitutional amendment banning busing 
A spokesman for the demonstrators said 
3,261 cars made the 100-mile trip from 
Richmond to Washington. Most of the cars 
were marked with a placard portraying a 
little red school house with the words 
“ Help Save Freedom.” 
A few displayed other signs, including 


one which said, “ If Richard Nixon won t 
stop busing, George Wallace will.” 
A yellow school bus bearing “ White 
Power and “ Gas the Race Mixers” signs 
and swastika insignia joined one section of 
the motorcade on Interstate 95 between 
Richmond and Washington. Inside were a 
half-dozen men wearing riot helmets, 
brown uniforms and swastika armbands, 
symbolic of the Nazi party.

This 
outrageous charge, so reminiscent 
of the Joe McCarthy era, was 
capped 
by 
the 
White 
House 
disclaimer that this was Hald- 
deman’s own personal point of view. 
Haldeman is the Nixon chief of 
staff. This former ad man controls 
the access to a President who 
shelters himself behind the powers 
of the office more than any chief 
executive in recent times. To say 
that he does not reflect the views of 
his superior is to strain credibility to 
the breaking point. 
The Nixon peace plan unveiled 
with such fanfare after months of 
secrecy was no perfect model for 
ending the war It was an inevitable 
target for critics pointing out the 
weaknesses almost certain to bring 
about its rejection. 
On the timing of the attack by the 
President’s Democratic opponents 
there is room for doubt. Wien Sen. 
Edmund Muskie, the front-runner,

A 
free choice by the individual is alien 
to communism. After the Geneva 
accords of 1954 when Ho Chi Minh 
was widely regarded throughout 
Vietnam as a patriot and a savior, 
the elections called for in the 
accords might have been held. That 
time has long since passed 


One of the demands made by Xuan 
Thuy in his interview on “Face the 
Nation’’ is just as unacceptable to 
the United States. 
That 
is the 
demand 
for 
withdrawal 
of 
all 
materiel 
supplied 
to 
the 
South 
Vietnamese and an end to future 
economic or military assistance. It 
is a call to turn over the Thieu 
government to the communists. 


W hether 
that 
dem and 
is 
negotiable no one can say. However 
low the esteem for the Thieu regime 
may be, no President — whether 
Democrat or Republican — could 
accede to that demand. The Thieus 
and the Kys and their immediate 
followers might escape the country 
to refuge in Switzerland or some 
other well-banked neutral haven. 
For 
thousands 
of 
well-meaning 
South Vietnamese who staked their 
future on American support, even as 
the American force winds down in 
Vietnamization, this would be naked 
surrender. 


Why, one must ask, did Haldeman 
choose this particular moment to 
charge critics of the peace proposal 
with treason, for the charge was no 
less than that? It could be that the 
White House is anticipating in the 
near future a testing time when with 
a new flare-up in the war the 
President will want support for a 
drastic step-up in retaliation. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers says the enemy has made 
extensive preparations for a Tet 
offensive which would coincide with 
the Nixon mission to Peking. With 
American combat forces reduced 
close to the vanishing point in the 
Vietnamization program, the brunt 
of the attack would be borne by the 
South Vietnamese army. And it is 
here that the test may be critical. 
In the Laos “ incursion” a year 
ago the vital flaw was largely 
concealed. It was not as widely 
reported at the time that South 
Vietnamese forces in the operation, 
on the ‘‘Let’s you and him fight” 
principle, were routed and fled in 
panic. The painful truth, as this 
reporter has learned from intelli- 
f 
ence sources, is that the South 
ietnamese command committed 
only a fraction of the divisions 
planned for the operation. In an 
effort 
to 
sustain 
the 
greatly 
outnumbered 
South 
Vietnamese 
forces the United States took heavy 
losses in helicopter gun ships. 


Fighting for their own country and 
not 
in 
foreign 
territory, 
the 
outcome, if a serious Communist 
offensive 
develops, 
may 
be 
different. But if the Laos incursion 
is a pecedent the President might 
have to resort to bombing of the 
north on a far more massive scale 
than any since the halt in 1968 


A parallel in recent history may 
be pertinent. In World War II Chiang 
K ai-Shek, 
d e sp ite 
v ig o ro u s 
prodding, declined to commit his 
best divisions, since he would need 
them to put down the Communists in 
a civil war later on. President Thieu 
must likewise see the shadow of a 
civil conflict on a 
large 
scale 
looming ahead, when the Americans 
are gone.

This coming Sunday celebrates 
the 10th anniversary of the flight of 
Marine Lt. Col. John H. Glenn — the 
first American to orbit the earth. 
With his flight, the United States 
had accumulated about five hours 
and 30 minutes of man-hours in 
space. Ten years later this figure 
has grown to nearly 46 weeks. 
For those with bad 
memories, Glenn’s 
F r ie n d s h ip 
7 
spacecraft 
circled 
the 
earth 
three 
times and the trip 
lasted four hours, 55 
m inutes 
and 
23 
seconds. 
To date, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has flown 
25 missions, and 30 astronauts have 
totaled 7,704 hours and 51 minutes in 
space. 
Air Force Lt. Col. Frank Borman 
and Naval Cmdr. James A. Lovell in 
Gemini 7 spent the most time in 
earth orbit in December, 1965 — 13 
days, 18 hours and 35 minutes. 
N eil 
A rm stro n g , 
we 
a ll 
remember, became the first man to 


step on the moon July 20, 1969. 
during the Apollo 11 mission. Since 
that historic day Apollos 12, 14 and 
15 have accomplished successful 
lunar landings, and eight Americans 
have walked on the surface of the 
moon. 
Two more Apollo flights remain 
and will be performed this year. 
Skylab will be placed in orbit in 1973 
for astronauts to conduct a wide 
range 
of 
experiments 
in 
solar 
astronom y, 
earth 
resources, 
medical and other fields. 


Following 
Skylab, 
the 
Space 
Shuttle will provide the means for 
routine, 
quick 
reaction 
and 
economical access to space, not only 
for astronauts but for all other 
qualified 
persons 
needed 
for 
scientific, applications and military 
uses of space in the 1980s and 
beyond. 
John Glenn’s command module 
weighed only about 3,000 pounds. 
Apollo command modules weigh 
e2rly 13,000 pounds. 


The U.S. has made great progress 
in the exploration of space. 


We must not forget that a decade 
ago, alone and cramped in his tiny 
bell-shaped capsule, a fellow namec 
John Glenn paved the way.

Breaking monopolies 


WASHINGTON 
- 
S everal 
Presidential candidates, including 
Muskie, Lindsay, McGovern and 
McCloskey, 
are 
about 
to 
take 
positions 
on 
the 
issues 
of 
concentrated power, secrecy and 
monopolistic 
practices 
of 
giant 
corporations. Injecting the matter 
of monopolies and giantism into an 
election campaign is something of a 
revival. Although virtually ignored 
for three decades, it draws on the 
h isto ric 
aversion 
of 
m any 
Americans to the “ trusts” that 
erupted on the national political 
stage with the populist-progressive 
movement in the early years of this 
century. 
Why, in an era of skyrocketing 
cam paign 
costs, 
would 
any 
politician believe that the reform of 
corporate 
power 
is 
a 
subject 
sufficiently compelling to risk both 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
business 
campaign 
contributions and 
the 
active opposition of industi7 ? The 
example of Senator Harris, who 
tried this theme last fall and went 
broke in his brief run for the 
Presidency, should tend to dissuade 
other hopefuls. Harris recalled the 
disgruntled words of a wealthy 
businessman supporter: “Fred,” he 
said, “can’t you stick to the dope 
traffic and safe subjects like that*” 
Harris and some other politicians 
are convinced that the issue is 
important and that there is an 
emerging 
populist 
revival 
of 
concern 
about 
the 
power 
of 
corporate state in America. 
In the first place, such events as 
the bankruptcy of the Penn Central, 
the nation’s biggest railroad, and 
the near collapse of Lockheed, the 
aerospace 
giant, 
have 
had 
a 
profound 
impact on liberal and 
conservative politicians alike. Both 
companies had to be rescued by 
C 
ovemment loans or guarantees; 
oth reflected mismanagement and 
a 
secrecy 
that precluded early 
detection or public accountability; 
and one, Penn Central, was replete 
with managerial looting and serious 
breaches of responsibility to share 
holders and passengers alike. The 
myth that connected bigness with 
efficiency and stability was severely 
shattered 
Moreover, 
there 
is 
now 
a 
remarkably 
broad 
agreem ent 
among 
economists 
and 
lawyers 
specializing in antitrust studies that 
legal action must be taken to undo 
economic 
concentration 
Without 


such action, it is feared that what is 
left of the benefits of competitive 
enterprise will go the way of the 
dodo. The last two Presidential Task 
Forces, representing liberal and 
conservative schools of thought, 
analyzed the problem for Presidents 
Johnson 
and 
Nixon. 
Both 
Task 
Forces repeatedly urged tougher 
enforcement to stop the monopoly of 
many industries by a few firms, th e 
Johnson Task Force went so far as 
to urge legislation that would divide 
into more competitive firms any 
industry in which four or fewer 
companies held 70 percent or more 
of 
sales. 
Since 
1965, 
eleven 
successive reviewers in the Justice 
Department’s 
antitrust 
division 
have recommended legal action to 
break up or divest the General 
Motors 
complex 
into 
various 
competitive units. General Motors 
has Seen in violation of the antitrust 
laws for many years. 
Last month the Federal Trade 
Commission, 
in 
its 
strongest 
antitrust move in years, filed suit 
against the big four ready-to-eat 
cereal firms who control 90 percent 
of the market. Senator Philip Hart, 
Chairman of the Senate Antitrust 
Subcommittee, is soon expected to 
submit a major déconcentration 
bill. For years, his subcommittee 
has 
been 
holding 
investigative 


hearings, 
documenting 
in 
deti 
the real costs to Americans of tf 
widespread 
practices 
of 
pric 
fixing, trying arrangements, and tl 
freezing out of superior innovation 
as well as other collusive behavk 
on 
the

conglomerat< 
involving drugs, bread, steel, aul 
parts 
and 
repair, 
medic, 
laboratories, and petroleum — I

Such 
ant 
c o m p e t i t i v e 
e n t e r p r i s e

devalues the consumer’s inconn 
and the general standard of living, 
secret staff report of the Feder; 
Trade Commission estimates the 
“ if highly concentrated Industrie 
were deconcentrated to the poir 
where the four largest firms contn 
40 percent or less of an industry 
sales, prices would fall by 25 percer 
or more.” 
It is on the basis of such at 
abundance of documentation tha 
these Presidential candidates ca 
afford to reopen the old politic* 
debate over monopoly and economi 
concentration. If they succeed, th 
virtues 
of 
competition 
— 
t 
consumers, to innovators, to sma 
businesses encouraged to challeng 
the giants — will be given mor 
realistic attention than thev hav 
for many years under our little-use 
antitrust laws.
